crowded galleries and a large attendance 
of senators and the tariff leaders of the 
h< >USe. 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode* Island, in 
charge of the tariff bill, had the m eas­ 
ure laid 1 of*»re the* senate and took the 
floor for the opening si#s*eh. 
At th at tim e every available seat in 
the galleries was occupied. 
The R epub­ 
lican side of the floor showed an alm ost 
solid representation, there being thro« 
or four vacant seiits. 
The Democrats 
also presented full ranks and the scat­ 
tered seats of the Populists were occu­ 
pied w ith but one exception. 
Mr. D ing­ 
ley, chairm an of the ways and m eans 
com m ittee ap«l author <tf the house bill, 
took a seat im m ediately beside Mr. Aid- 
rich and listened attentively. 
O ther 
Republican m em bers of the ways and 
means com m ittee end Representative 
Simps«>u *>f the Populist contingent oc- 
enpiod th** rear lounges. 
Speaker Reed 
w as not present. 
Mr. Aldrich sj> >k»* for almost an hour 
and a quarter, adopting an easy, oonver- 
satioual style. 
His sj> ech was the ofti- 
cial utterance of the finance o o U iittie , 
and in a sense, of th«- Republican side of 
the cham ber. 
W ithout m aking invidi­ 
ous distinctions betw een the two bills. 
Mr. Aldrich clearly stated as the belief 
of th» finance com m ittee that th* house 
bill would not yield revenue adequate 
tor the no«*!- of m e governm ent.

Out look I,*-*-« P eirrfB l—Turkey Sending 
TS«op» t«» tlie F ro n t. 
L ondon. May 26.—The aspect of east­ 
ern affairs is less peaceful. 
Turkey is 
sending 7,000 more troops to Thessaly 
and it is said that tin* sultan has prom ­ 
ised his m inisters not to relax his hold 
upon that province. 
Tin* note of the powers certainly does 
not yeild on a single point, and states 
even that the peace conference m ast be 
held at Constantinople and uot at Phar- i 
sal OS, but the sincerity of both G erm any 
and Russia is doubted, and any sign of 
dissension am ong the powers makes for 
obstinacy on the part of the sultan. 
It is reported from V ienna that Em ­ 
peror Nicholas has advised King George 
for his own safety to apixiint a m ilitary 
governor w ith exceptional powers and 
to concentrate 8,(XX) picked troops a t 
Athens.
